He  indicated  hla  normal  reluctance  in  reporting 
his  sighting  until  he  had  other  vitnesses  vho  vould  verify  him*  lliere  Is  not  such 
doubt  that  vhat  was  reported  was  seen  but  apparent  cause  of  phenomenon  could  not  be 
deteroiaed.  Radar  sites  vblch  covered  this  area^  both  OCX  and  Tover  had  no 

radar  contact.  The  AHeg^ien^*  Observatory  vas  not  operating  during  this  period  and 
could  not  verify  the  sighting  or  provide  viy  additional  data.  The  Douura  Police 
vere  asked  to  Investigate  and  verify  tlie  ulglitlng.  T.iey  visually  checked  to  the  east 
and  northeast  from  their  interpretation  of  infonoation  received  and  z\ay  have  missed 
the  sighting  which  was  south,  '^ey  did  not  know  the  name  or  address  of  the  person 
making  the  sighting.
